“A warning that enrollment 
of students at the University of 
California at Los Angeles and 
at Berkeley may be limited un- 
less new buildings are provided 
was sounded today by Robert 
Gordon Sproul, president of the 
university. 

“If the present rate of enroll- 
ment increase is shown during 
the next biennium, students 
will number approximately 
61,000 in all branches of the 
university, said Sproul. Enroll- 
ment jumped from 36,704 for 
the 1925-27 biennium to 47,174 
at present, he said. 

“The President pointed out 
that PWA appropriations were 
made for only three new build- 
ings where eight new buildings,

i : Education Loses Champion 


With Journal’s ‘Passing’ 


It was with sincere regret that we learned of The 
Journal discontinuing publication last Friday. We 
particularly feel regretful because with The Journal’s 
“passing,” this community lost a true champion of 
liberalism, and of education. 

The local school system, education as a whole, 
and the junior college in particular will undoubtedly 
be affected by The Journal’s loss. We had become at- 
tached to the paper because it stood for the cause of 
education against those who would make us believe 

that higher edycation as now taught in the public 
schools is detrimental. 

It was largely through the efforts of The Journal 
that the Santa Ana High school bond issue was passed 
three years ago. 

The Journal had consistently fought for better 
junior college facilities. And it was The Journal which 
went to bat for the jaysee in the recently defeated 
bond issue. 

With the situation presenting such a picture, 
we must intensify our efforts toward protecting local 
education—especially here in the junior college. 


Thirty Years of Research 


After 30 years of research Columbia university 
has completed a set of books on the works of the 
great poet Milton. The work covers all the pamphlets, 


letters, poems, and other assorted works which this 


great early English writer produced in his lifetime. 

The work of compiling all the writings of Milton 
‘was started in 1908 by Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, 
president of Columbia. At that time there were very 
few authorities on Milton in this country, so Dr. Butler 
proposed a plan whereby all of these living authorities 
would collaborate and produce a compact unit of all 
of the work. As Milton wrote in Latin, Italian, and 
several other languages as well as English, it was no 
small task. 

From all parts of Europe old dusty manuscripts 
were ferreted out and brought to this country. Museums 
were searched for letters and notes as were old attics 


id and a score of other hiding places. Old books that he 


had read and that were in different families in various 
parts of the continent and the English countryside 
were borrowed and the footnotes were copied..The 
work outlasted many of the original members of the 


- research department who died, and had to be replaced 
- by new and younger men. All in turn added their 
.. discoveries to help complete the task. 


The compilation of Milton’s works probably repre- 
sents the most intense research and coverage of any 
one author in the world. Completion of the collection 
should help to influence the preserving of many of the 
lesser known works of great poets and writers which 

- are now being lost to the world through neglect and 
‘lack of care. 
Columbia has exhibited a world of courage and 


' withstood a huge financial expenditure to carry out 
' the 30-year-program of research. Time alone will tell 


whether or not the public will prove an appreciative 
audience.—W. L.

ORIGIN OF “THIRTY” TRACED 


‘That’s 30 for tonight.” 


How often have you heard this expression when a 
news broadcaster finished his program? Perhaps you won- 
dered What the phrase meant and how it originated. 

The term was taken from the newspaper world, where it 
means. the end of a news story, the end of an edition, or 


the end of life. 


There are so many different tales as to how the ex- 
pression was born, that no definite origin has been decided 


upon. 

One of the theories of its be- 
ginning is that in the days before 
the typewriter ‘x’? on a manu- 
script meant a period, ‘“‘xx’? meant 
the end of a paragraph, and “xxx” 
(Roman for 30) meant the end 
of the story. 

Another explanation is that 
when the Associated Press was 
organized, each member paper 
was entitled to 30 telegrams per 
day, the last telegram being mark- 
ed “30,” 

WRITERS REJOICE 

A possible origin of the term, 
which is apart from the newspaper 
world, is that at the close of the 
Peloponnesian war the Spartans 
appointed 30 magistrates to gov- 
ern Athens. When they were fin- 
ally overthrown, there was much 
rejoicing. The journalist, sup- 
posedly, rejoices similarly when he 
has finished a story. 

Another explanation is given 
in which the code number of the 
last telegram operator to send a 
message at the time of a catas- 
trophe was 30. Still others say 
the number 30 is used because it 
is the easiest to send’ in code.
